Both the Columbus and Athens federal 


court bills passed the senate today just as they 
passed the house. Senator Colquitt seized an 
Opportunity between appropriation bills this 
afternoon and without debate the bills were 
passed in a few minutes. They go to the pres- 
ident tonight and will be signed before noon 
tomorrow. 

The counties forming the Columbys judicial 
district are Muscogee, Heard, Troup, Meri- 
wether, Harris, Talbot, Taylor, Marion, Chat- 
tahoochee, Stewart, Schley, Webster, Quit- 
map, Clay, Kandolph, Early, Miller and 
Terrell. 

Those in the Athens district are Banks, 
Clarke, Elbert, Franklin, Greene, Habersham, 
Hart, Jackson, Morgan, Madison, Oglethorpe, 
Oconee and Walton.

He will have more votes than 
ail the other candidates combined. Unless all 
signs fail he will get the nomination on the 
first ballot in the caucus. 

They Want Culberson. 

A petition has been signed by nearly 200 con- 
gressmen and senators requesting the presi- 
dent to appoint Judge Culberson, of Texas, 
judge of the sixth judicial circuit, provided 
for in the new circuit court law. Although 
Judge Culberson is a ataunch democrat, has 
served eighteen years in congress and has been 
re-elected, it is believed that on account of his 
great legal ability Mr. Harrison will appoint 
him. Judge Culberson has had the reputation 
for ten years of being the ablest lawyer in 
either house of congress. His opinions are 
sought on all questions, and it is certain that 
no better man to fill the office could be found 
in America.

ROUTINE OF BOTH HOUSES, 


The Most Important Work of the Day 
Briefly Put. 

WASHINGTON, Mareh 3.—([Special.]— In 

the senate much time was consumed in dis- 


cussing the general deficiency bill including the 
Frencr. spoliation claims and Pacific railway 


olai 1.8. 


Then followed a discussion of the merits of 
claimsin which a dozen or more senators partici- 
pated and which lasted so long that finally an ap- 
peal was nade to the senators to stop the discus- 
sion and to pass the bill before it was toolate. A 
vote was taken, and the French spoilation claims 
amendment was agreed to—yeas, 41; nays, 14. 

Mr. Faulkner’s amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Stewart offered an amendment to reimburse 
to the states of California, Oregon, and Nevada, 
moneys expended by them in the suppression of 
the rebellion, $2,451,369 to California, $224,526 to 
Oregon, and $404,040 to Nevada. _ 

The amendment was agreed to without division. 

Mr. Daniel wnoved to insert a paragraph direct- 
ing the secretary of the treasury to resettle and 
pay the claims of the states of New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware, Virginiaand South Carolina 
and the city of Baltimore on account.of advances 
made in the war of 1812; and appropriating $2,- 
500,000 for that purpose. 

The motion was agreed to—yeas, 28; nays, 22. 

The bill was then passed and sent to the house 
with senate amendments. 

The debates was suspended and the conference 
reports were presented and agreed to on the 
Indian and postoffice appropriation bills. 

Then the conference report on the copyright 
bill was presented and Mr. Plattexplained it. He 
said that if the reports were not agreed 
to it would be equivalent to the defeat of the bill. 
If the report were agreed to, it would provide 
that books which were on the free list under the 
McKinley bill - copies) could be imported free 
of duty. t left out Sherman’s amend- 
ment. It left every one at liberty 
to import two copies of foreign 
books by paying duty on them, andit left news- 
papers and magazines to be imported, provided 
they did not eontain copyrighted matter. That 
was all that there wasto the agreement, and it 
took the place of all that the senate had been 
quarreling about.

The conference report on the pension appropri- 
ation bill was presented and agreedsto. 

The agreement provides that hereafter no pen- 
sion attorney shall receive a fee of inore than $2 
in any claim for an increase of perfsion. No com- 
pensation shall be allowed for securing a special 
act of congress granting a pension or an increase 
of pension in any case that has been presented at 
the pension office, or allowance under the general 

ension law. ;

THE CHINESE AND GRANNY BLAIR. 


A Rumor That the Chinese Government 
Objects to the New Minister. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—A rumor has been cur- 
rent here to the effect that, upon information 
cabled by the Chinese minister here, the Chinese 

overnment had entered an objection to Senator 

3lair as minister to that country. The Chinese 
minister being in Peru, Mr. Yo, one of the at- 
taches of the legation, was today questioned and 
in reply to inquiries said that there was absolutely 
no truth in the report, and added : 

“The cablecram was, of course, sent, but it was 
the merest announcement that Mr. Blair had been 
nominated and that the nomination bad been con- 
firmed. It was less than twenty words in length 
and probably not more than ten. No criticism was 

iven and no word has been received from the 
Chinese governmentin answer to the message. 

“Any action hostile to the appointment would be 
taken presumaby on information sent from here, 
and nothing against Mr. Blair has been sent or 
is likely to be sent. We have, of course, made in- 
ions, but all we have found out is favora- 

pointment rather than against it. 
However, I have noticed that honesty does not 
always beget popularity, and I suppose that ru- 
mor was started out of jealousy or ill feeling.”

MADAME BARRUNDIA SUES THE 
UNITED STATES 


FOR THE ASSASSINATION OF HER HUSBAND 


What the Declaration Sets Forth—A Ques- 
tion of International Law-—A 
Flaw in the Papers. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Transito Hurtate, 
widow of J. Martin Barrundia, in her own 
name, and as the representative of her six 
minor daughters, and Ramon Bengolchea, as 
the representative of his wife, Teresa Barrun- 
dia de Bengolchea, have filed with the secre- 
tary of state a claim against the United States 
for $1,000,000 for having surrendered General 
Barrundia to the Guatemala authorities, at 
whose hands he lost his life. The claim, the 
petitioners say, is based on the explicit 
and precise declarations of the president 
of the United States, in his last 
annual message to congress, that 
Minister Mizner, in issuing the order 
for the surrender of Barrundia, exceeded the 


bounds of his pracniy and acted in violation 
ed in similar cases, for 


of 16 tgye-oten establis 
which reason the United States government 
disavowed his act and recalled him from his 
post. s 
The petitioners argue that ‘Mizner acted in 
everytning he did as a United States minister 
and as a legal representative of his nation and, 
it soeins evident, according to the unanimous 


opinion of wll authors, that if he is responsible’ 
to his government, that the government 18 re- | 


sponsible to us, in that it is bound to indem- 
nify us for the injury that was caused to us by 
its representative through his violation in the 
person of General Barrundia, of the guaran- 
tees furnished in such cases by international 
law and even by the principles of humanity.” 

In closing, the petitioners say: 

We ask that the sum of $1,000,000 be paid to us, 
which we hope will be granted so that the United 
States government may act consistently with the 
declarations madein the president’s. message to 
which we have referred, and may repair so far a8 
possible the injury that has been caused to us by 
its represen ative, for whose acts it is responsible. 

There is a defect in thisclaim which, in the 
opinion of the state department oflicials, will 
prove fatal to it, and that is the fact that it is 
made by citizens of a foreign country without 
the knowledge and consent of that country. 
It is said there that it is a well estabiished 
principle in this country, as well as nearly all 
others, that the claims of the citizens of one 
country against another are recognized only 
when presented in the name of the country of 
which the claimant is a citizen. 


DEMOCRATIC IOWA. 


The Iowa Elections Show a Sweeping Vic- 
tory for the Democrats. 

CHICAGO, March |3.—Reports of the municipal 
elections held throughout Iowa yesterday, show 
that at lowa City the democrats made a clean 
sweep of all the offices except one trustee. Their 
mayor had 300 majority. : 

At Fort Madison the democrats were success- 
ful. Their city council will stand eight democrats 
to two republicans. 

At Ottumwa the democrats elect a mayor by 400 
majority, and make a gain of four in the council, 
which body will stand eight democrats and four 
republicans. The democrats elect all the other 
city officers over the republican and the citizens’ 
tickets. : 

At Creston the democrats elect a mAyor and 
three out of five aldermen. 


At Burlington only one repubticantandrnte” 


ran in the city election, and he was defeated by a 
smal! majority in the fourth ward. The other can- 
didates were democrats. 

At Mason City the citizens’ ticket was elected 
almost unanimously. 

At Waterloo, 8. J. Hoot was re-elected mayor by 
a vote of 590 to 439. Two gee ago Hoot was work- 
ing on a cobbler’s bench when he was elected 
mayor, largely through the votes of the Knights 
of Labor. The entire ticket elected is democratic 
except the treasurer. The council, however, is 
largely republican. : 

At Cedar Falls a republican mayor was elected. 

At Laporte City the straight republican ticket 
was elected. 


Elections in Maine. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Municipal elections 
were held in Maine yesterday. 

In Portland the election resulted in no choice 
for mayor. True, republican, had 2,871; Ingra- 
ham, democrat, 2,754, and Deering, prohibitionist, 
269. Another election will be held about the 16th 
instant. 

In Hallowell, E. E. Bean, the citizens’ candidate, 
was chosen for mayor by 1 majority. 

In Lewiston, Newell, democrat, was elected 
mayor by 380 plurality. Hon. A. M. Spear, repub- 
lican, was re-elected mayor of Gardiner.

ANOTHER CRISIS THREATENED. 


The Farmers Say if Streeter Can't Win 
Palmer Will. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 3.—When the joint as- 
sembly met today one republican and one demo- 
crat were absent, being unavoidably delayed en 
route to the capitol, The 134th ballot resulted: 
Palmer, 100; Streeter, 26; Oglesby, 10; Lindley, 2; 
Gresham, 1; Wulff, 3. Another ballot was taken

HUSBAND AND WIFE 


BRUTALEY ASSAULTED BY A GANG 
OF NEGROES. 


A LYNCHING IS HIGHLY PROBABLE, 


Robbery and Attempted Murder in Madison 
County—A Wife Murderer in Bir- 
mingham Has a Narrow Escape. 


ATHENS, Ga., March 3.—[Special.]—Last 
night at 10 o’clock, R. R. Saulter, proprietor 
of a grocery store in Madison county, seven 
miles from Athens, was called by four men 
who wanted to buy some whisky and to- 
bacco. Mr. Saulter sold them two jugs of 
whisky and two plugs of tobacco, amount- 
ing to $4. One of the negroes said: 

“What if a man hasn’t got the money?” 

Just then one of the gang shot Mr. Saul- 
ter, the ball entering the right side of his 
neck, felling. him. As he was down one of 
the negroes shot him again through the 
breast, the ball entering his back. 

At this moment Mr. Saulter called for his 
wife who was in a room adjoining the 
store. 
in the elbow, the ball shattering her arm. 

The robbers then fled, but soon came back 
and knocked on the back door. Mr. Saul- 
ter, thinking they were friends, went to the 
door to let them in, but as soon as they got 
in his room he was shot again, the ball en- 
tering below the right nipple. 

The gang then broke in and demanded 
money and the keys to the cash drawer, Mr 
Saulter gave them the key provided they 
would spare his life. They got $200 in silver 
but in their haste overlooked a roll of specie 
amounting to $500. ; 

The robbers then fied and nothing has 
been heard of them. 

Mr. Saulter’s condition is very critical. 
Dr. Hale from Athens, was called to see the 
wounded man, and Mr. Saulter offers $1,000 
for the capture of the would-be murderers, 
The citizens are very much excited and 
companies are being formed to capture the 
villains. If they are arrested they will be 
lynched.

CHARLOTTE, N.C., March 3.—[{Special.]—News 
of adaring deed attempted bya masked gang 
of white caps on a respectable citizen in Union 
county reached Charlotte late tonight.

THE OLD SOLDIERS’ SCHEME 


For a Grand Reunion at the World's 
Fair. ' 

MONTICELLO, Ill., March 3.—The confederate 
veterans of Vicksburg, Miss., have sent to this city, 
to an aide-de-camp of the commander-in-chief 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, plans for a 
proposed reunion of the blue and the gray at 
Chicago during the world's fair. The plan, as 
outlined by Colonel E. O. Carroll and Major Lamar 
Fountaine, of the confederate army, is to have a 
pavilion erected at Chicago, to be called “the 
blue and the gray,” for the old veterans of both 
armies,in which flags, swords, guns and other 
relics will be stored, the veterans to camp in 
tents furnished by the war department. The va- 
rious states will -be asked to furnish transporta- 
tion fer old soldiers within their borders, and 
the governmént will be asked to furnish rations. 
A blue and gray building is to be be built by all 
the states combined. The governors of the dif- 
ferent states will appoint committees to carry out 
the programme. The reunion is expected to last 
from ten to thirty days. ‘The confederates have 
written tothe president asking his assistance to 
carry out their plans for the reunion, and the 
8 hern senators and congressmen have also 
bee lied on to aid in the work. »

Seizure of the Funds of the Tipperary Branch 
League—A Free Fight. 

BELFAST, March 3.—Henry Harrison, member of 
parliament for Middle Tipperary, visited the 
oftices of the Belfast branch of the national league 
yesterday and seized all the money and documents 
he could lay his bands on. Members of the league 
were hastily summoned, and a fiery discussion 
followed. The members denounced Harrison in 
more vigorous than polite language and repudi- 
ated the authority of the central league. A num- 
ber of Harrison’s friends arrived upon’ the scene 
while the discussion was going on, and declared 
that Dublin, or the central branch 
of the league, had authorized the. seizure 
made by Harrison, owing to the disorganized 
stand and disloyalty of the Belfast branch 
towards Parnell.

COL. FELLOWS EXPLAINS. 


HE TEIIS OF HIS VIEWS ON 
STATEK’S RIGATS 


AND ANSWERS SOME — GRITIGISMS. 


He Has a Word to Say About Imputations 
Upon His Courage—O’Connor 
on Treason. 


New York, March 3.—[Special.]—When 
Colonel John R. Fellows was shown by your 
correspondent extracts from leading southern 
newspapers, bitterly attacking his war record 
and his present views of democratic policy on 
account of the speech he made at the Wash- 
ington birthday dinner of a democratic club in 
this city, Colonel Fellows said he was much 
surprised at the way in which his remarks had 
been received. . 

“Any one,”’ said he, ‘‘who was present at 
the dinner could understand the circum- 
stances. In the course of his speech Judge 
Davis had expressed, in most positive terms, 
the detestation in which he held what is gen- 
erally known as the state’s rights doctrine. I 
at once alluded to the position Judge Davis 
had taken on the state’s rights doctrine and 
said that I too differed with a great many 
democrats, but I said that there was a pro- 
found difference, as I understood it, between 
the doctrine of state sovereignty, in which I 
firmly believe, and between the state’s rights 
doctrine, as far as it held to include the rights 
of a state to secede from the union. 
It is the right of each  state— 
aright which has never been ceeded to the 
federai union—to exercise state sovereignty 
over, and make all laws and regulations con- 
trolling marriage and divorce, its judiciary 
system, its educational system and its elective 
system. When by state’s rights, 
the right to exercise these pewers 
without dictation by any other 
power is meant, then I do firmly believe in 
state's rights; but when state’s rights are held 
to mean the right of a state to secede, I do not 
believe init. Besides, were the question a de- 
batable one, the arbitramentof war has decided 
it in the negative.”’ 

When Colonel Fellows was told how south- 
ern newspapers had reflected upon his war 
record, and how a Colonel Lylye had declared 
that when in command of one wing of the con- 
federate army on the lower Mississippi, 
Colonel Follows had _ held practically 
@ headquarters’ position, ‘he expressed 
the indignation natural in a _. brave 
man when his courage is attacked. In a per- 
fectly calm voice he declared that his war 
record spoke for itself and needed no justifica- 
tion or defense. 

**In the quarter of a century that has passed 
since it was made,” said a friend who was 
present, ‘‘Colone] Fellows’s war record has been 
the subject of unbounded eulogism by his late 
brethren in arms and it is now too late for 
these ill-considered and utterly baseless attacks 
upon him.” 

‘*Besides,’’ added Colonel Fellows, himself 
now smiling, ‘‘the particular part of the speech 
which seems to have excited my assailants,as I 
learned from some published reports of it, was, 
in reality, nothing more than a bit of 
pleasantry, on my part. After j ex- 
pressed my opinions on state sovereignty and 
the right to secede, and having mentioned the 
fact tnat the southern people were by no 
means conscious of being in rebellion against 
the constitution of the country, but rather, if 
anything, believed that the north and the rest 
of the co’ try was itself in rebellion 
against the constitution, I jocularly observed 
that with myjown views of secession, and how- 
ever earnestly I had fougbt in the sonthern 
cause, I myself could be held no less than a 
traitorous rebel; and smiling, I added, ‘that 
perhaps I owe my present health and pros- 
perity to the clemency of the victors who 
spared my life.’’’ 

Colonel Fellows then referred incidentally 
to the difficulty of determining just what is 
treason against the constitutional government 
of the United States and spoke of the fact that 
Charles O’Connor and others of the ablest 
lawyers of the United States at that time had 
advised the government against trying Jeffer- 
son Davis for treason at Richmond for the 
reason that it might possibly turn out that he 
had not been guilty of treason.

Our Representatives Abroad. 


Since the day when these United States | 


were represented abroad by the Franklins 
and the Adamses, there has been a sad de- 
terioration in the quality of American diplo- 
matic timber when it has became possible 
for Henry W. Blair to be entrusted with the 
Chinese embassy. 

In the earlier days of the republic when 
patriotism, and not partisanship, obtained, 
even greater care was taken in appointments 
for*the foreign service than in the selections 
for cabinet portfolios. It was felt that the 
best statesmanship of the country should be 
sent to the great courts; and to this fact is 
due the high place which the United States 
goon occupied in the diplomatic world. 

Even at the close of the war, when the 
country was filled with noisy place hunters, 
only such men as Reverdy Johnson and 
Charles Francis Adams were selected for 
foreign missions. The first decided break 
from this custom was the appointment of 
Robert C, Schenck to the court of'St. James, 


whose only record is that of having been a

A Law-Abiding City. 

The arrest, identification and imprison- 
ment of the negro who recently made a mur- 
derous assault on a white woman in the 
streets of Atlanta speak well for the most 
thoroughly organized and efficient police 
force in the south. The negro had covered 
up his tracks well; but it was impossible for 
him to escape. The crime he had committed 
stimulated pursuit, and he would have been 
tracked through the states by his determined 
and relentless captors, 

But it has a greater meaning still, for the 
fact that a negro, charged with a crime as 
grave as this—the gravest of all crimes— 
is now awaiting his trial in the courts, secure 
from the violence of a justly incensed and 
outraged community, means that Atlanta is 
pre-eminently a law-abiding city. 

In almost any part of the country a crime 
like this wonld have been speedily avenged. 
It had no extenuating circumstances. A 
black brute, hidden in the darkness, sprang 
upon @ respectable, unprotected woman and 
drew his murderous knife across her throat, 
and was only prevented from killing her by 
her screams, which summoned assistance. 
He deserved no better than the death of a 
brute then and there. | 

But the law will be allowed to take its 
course and the criminal is under its pro- 
tection. Atlanta sets an example for the 
state in this, as in all things—an ex- 
ample which reflects credit upon her citizens, 
and which will not be without a wholesome 
effect.

The General Court Bill. 

The passage of the general court bill, 
which adds seventeen judges to the federal 
judiciary, comes just in time to enable Pres- 
ident Harrison to reward some of his hench- 
men, now out of a job, with life positions. 

The bill, which is the only legacy left to 
the country by Senator Evarts, provides for 
the appointment in each circuit of an addi- 
tional circuit judge, and creates in each cir- 
cuit a circuit court of appeals, to consist of 


‘three judges, of whom two shall cunstitute a 


quorum. This court shall have final] juris- 
diction in some classes of cases on which 
appeals are now allowed to the United States 
supreme court. In case there is not a 
quoruny of circuit judges and justices of the 
supreme court at the sessions of any circuit 
court of appeals, one or more of the district 
judges within the circuit is made competent 
to sit in the court. But no judge is to sit in 
a case which he has heretofore passed upon. 
Each of these circuit courts is to have a 
marshal, clerk. and other necessary court 
officers. A term of one of the several! courts 
of appeals is required to be held annually in 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Rich- 
mond, New Orleans, Cincinnati, Chicago, 
St. Louis and San Francisco, and such other 
places as may be designated by the courts. 

Under this organization, appeals from the 
judgment of district courts or from the 
existing circuit courts may be taken 
directly to the supreme court in the follow- 
ing casos onlyt Where the jurisdiction of 
the court isin issue, from final sentences 
and decrees in prize causes, upon conviction 
of a capital or infamous crime, where the 
construction or application of the constitu- 
tion of the United States is involved, where 
the constitutionality of any federal law or 
he validity or construction of any treaty is 
drawn in question, or where a state constitu- 
tion or law is held to be in contravention of 
the federal constitution. Appeals may also be 
taken from the judgment of state supreme 
courts, The judgment of the circuit court 
of appeals, established by the bill, is to be 
final in all cases in which the jursidiction. is 
dependent entirely upon the opposite parties 
to the suit being aliens and citizens of the 
United States, or citizens of different states; 
in cases arising under the patent laws, the 
revenue laws and the criminal laws, and in 
admiralty cases, except that the courts of 
appeal may certify to the supreme court any 
questions on which they desire instruction. 

The claim is made that these appellate 
courts will reduce the volume of business 
which now clogs the supreme court, 


Was the Cleveland Letter Inopportune? 

Mr. Watterson says that Mr. Cleveland’s 
anti-silver letter was inopportune. Yet it 
would be difficult to explain why it was in- 
opportune. The difficulty is so great that 
we ‘do not believe Mr. Watterson himself 
can explain it. — 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Cleveland’s letter 
was very timely. His position had been 
misrepresented. Senator Vest and others had 
seized hold and made the most of rumors to 
the effect that Mr. Cleveland had moditied his 
silver views to conform to democratic ideas, 
and there was great anxiety on the part of 
the public to know the real attitude of. the 
man who was most prominent as as a candi- 
date for the democratic nomination. 

At this juncture—when the silver ques- 
tion seemed to have taken its firmest hold 
of the public mind, Mr. Cleveland’s letter 
was written. That it was disappointing there 
can be no doubt, but we do not see how Mr-* 
Watterson or anybody else can call it inop- 
portune. It was, in fact, the most oppor- 
tune document ever thrust on the public. It 
served a timely notice on democrats to the 
effect that if they intended to etick to their 
principles they would have to look else- 
where for a caudidate, 

The inopportuneness of the letter is alto- 
gether in Mr, Watterson’s mind. He would 
have had Mr: Cleveland to act as an ordi-. 
nary politician and dissemble his views in 
order to win popularity. But the day for 
this sort of thing is past. A public. man 
cannot afford to deceive the people, Mr, 
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He has put-all the democrats of. the 
country on notice that he is not in favor of 
the democratic principle of the free coinage 


of silver—or, as the democratic platform of 


1884 puts it, ‘‘gold and silver, the money of 
the constitution.” 

We think that Mr. Cleveland’s letter was 
most opportune, He has, in so many words, 
informed the democratic party that he can- 
not be its candidate, but his courage and his 
candor have not Jost him any friends. He 
cannot be the democratic candidate, but 
democrats can say that he isa man who is 
superior to the arts of the ordinary politician. 
And surely, in these times, that is some- 
thing. It is, in fact, a distinction. 

If Mr. Watterson will reflect a little, he 
will perceive that Mr. Cleveland’s letter is 
the most opportune that has recently been 
written by a publicman. He preserves his 
own integrity, and saves the democratic 
party from committing a most disastrous 
blunder. 


The State Encampment. 

We regret to see the military advisory 
board being criticised for its action in the 
matter of the location of the state encamp- 
ment. It is natural that the. places that 
failed to get the encampment should be dis- 
gruntled, but it is not good for the military 
of the state to have a discussion of such a 
nature as has followed the resent action 
of the board. There are some features of 
this criticism that we fear will affect the 
encampment, and injure the military of the 
state. This is the only phase of the ques- 
tion that interests us, for, as we have before 
said, we have but the kindest feeling for 
Macon and always are glad to rejoice at its 
success in any particular. 

We think that the military board has laid 


itself liable to some criticism, though we 


feel sure that it did what it thought best in 
the premises. It should promptly remove 
all grounds for just complaint, however. 

It has been observed that the board has 
been intensely secret in its proceedings, 
This was unwise. The people are the only 
party interested, while the board seems to 
have proceeded on the basis that only the 
bidders were interested. Even up to the 
present time nothing has been definitely or 
officially known as to what the board did 
about the location of the encampment, and 
yet it has adjourned subject to call. The 
whole matter seems to be involved in the 
deepest mystery. One of the board admits 
over his own name that he was authorized 
by acertain bidder to do a certain thing, and 
other members, according to current re- 
ports, were authorized to accept certain con- 
ditions under certain circumstances. 

In the first place, none of the members 6f 
the board had anyright to act in any ca- 
pacity except as officers of the state, and if 
they wanted to represent any locality, 
they should, by all means, have resigned, 
and done soin an unofficial way, There ap- 
pears to be strong ground for the argument 
that members directly interested in the loca- 
tion of the encampment should not have 
voted on the question. 

The bill making the appropriation for this 
encampment passed by a close vote, having 
before been killed several times in former 
legislatures. We think the appropriation a 
wise one, and are anxious to see it continued. 
To this end we will do all we can, but we 
dislike very much to see the matter handi- 
capped, as it has been, by the board, for it 
may mean serious trouble when the question 
of the continuance of the appropriation 
comes up. 

The state’s action in the matter has been 
open and above board, and without any 
secrecy or whispering. The board’s action 
should have been likewise. 

It isa hard matter to comment on what 
the board has done, because, to be perfectly 
frank, it is hard to say just what it has done. 
We have endeavored to find out for the pub- 
lic, but know absolutely nothing from an 
official stand point. And yet the board has 
decided the matter, broken up, and gone 
home, 

This mysterious and secret work is calcu- 
lated to throw a cloud over the decision of 
the board and to create dissension, If the 
commission was not prepared to announce a 
decision and wanted time to investigate, 
there would have been no objection to its 
postponing its decision, but the result of its 
work has been given out in a semi-official 
way, and all the public knows about it is 
that the whole thing is involved im mystery.

The Fertilizer Inspection Law. 


AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT, ATLANTA, March 
3.—Editor Constitution: I have had many in- 
quiries from farmers in different sections of the 
state, asking for information in regard tothe law 
relating to the inspection of fertilizers, passed by 
the recent legislature, and known as the Elling- 
ton law. Pemit me throuch the columns of your 
widely read paper to answer these questions and 
to state a few facts which ure of interest ahd vaiue 
to the farmers, generally. 

Under the Ellington law, now in _ force, 
the farmer can, if he choose, require the seller 
to draw samples in the presence of witnesses, 
place the same in bottles with the manufacturer’s 
jruaranteed analysis on the label, seal the’ bottles 
securely and place them in charge of the ordinary. 
If, aiter testing t: e fertilizer, the farmer has rea- 
son to suspect that the qualities are not such as he 
was led to believe, he can have the sample bottles, 
which were left with the ordinary, sent to the 
stute chemist, and his official analysis willbe ac- 
cepted as evidence in any court in the state.

all impressed me inmost tavor bly.

THE L. AND N. WANTS THE AT- 
LANTA AND FLORIDA, 


And Only the Question of Money Stands in 
the Way-—Interesting Develop- 
ments Looked For. 


Is the Atlanta and Florida about to se!l out? 

One would naturally say yes to that question, 
judging from the numerous meetings and con- 
suitations that have, within the past few days, 
been held by parties interested in that road. 

It is rumored that the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis road, or more properly 
speaking, the Louisville and Nashville, is 
likely to acquire control of the Atlanta and 
Fiorida. 

On Friday last President Thomas was in the 
city. Heand President Maddox, of the At 
lanta and Florida, had along consultation to- 
gether ‘behind closed doors.’? It was after- 
ward learned_that Colonel Maddox submitted 
three or four propositions to Colonel Thomas, 
but the latter, in reply, said he was not ina 
position to give a definite answer. 

Monday morning the directors of the Geor- 
gia Improvement Company, a corporation 
holding acontroling interest in the Atlanta 
and Florida, held a meeting. 

Knowing that Mr. J. Carroll Payne, a stock- 
holder and director in the improvement com- 
pany, was present at the meeting, a CONSTITU- 
TION reporter asked him if any definite action 
had been taken. He repliedin the negative. 

‘‘Was anything said about the propositions 
submitted recently by Colonel Maddox to the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis?” 

‘‘Yes,”’ he said, “they were informally con- 
sidered by us, and all were rejected.”’ 

The stockholders of the improvement com- 
pany held a meeting yesterday at noon, but it 
was kept pretty quiet. Those in attendance 
were as mum as could be, but no denial was 
made of the report that a deal was on foot, 

The Louisville and Nashville would make a 
big stroke by buying this road. It runs to 
Fort Valley. Between here and Waycross 
several smail lumber roads are in course of 
construction, which could be bought up, and, 
with a few additional miles constructed, 
would give the Louisville and Nashville peo- 
ple a line from Fort Valley to Waycross. Or, 
perhaps it would be almost as cheap to build 
clear through from Fort Valley to Waycross. 
At the latter place connection would be made 
with the Plant system for southeastern points. 
Or, if a completely independent line to the sea 
were desired, the extension could be made 
from Waycross to Brunswick. 

The directors of the Atlanta and Florida 
say they will sell out if they can get a satis- 
factory offer. The road is in good condition 
and at present is doing a heavier cotton busi- 
ness than any other road that enters Atlanta. 
People along the line of road are well pleased 
with it and those who live in the territory 
through which the road would have to be ex- 
tended to reach the sea are clamorous for such 
a move and offerto give a right of way and 
donate lands for the purpose. Branswick also 
offers great inducements in the way of termi- 
nal facilities. 

Keep your eye on the two roads. The big 
one is after the little one, and interesting de- 
velopments may be looked for before the week 
is out,

The 
sweety charged him with cheating and 
cou " violating the insurance laws of 

Monday Mr. Barton, who is presidont of the 
Electric Mutual Insurance Company, and rep- 
resentative of the Royal Insurance Company, 
of Liverpool: the Germania, of London, and 
the Pennsylvania, of Philadelphia, was in At- 
lanta, on his way to Florida, with his friend 
Mr. L. Sterringer. 

While here he closed up some business with 
the electric light company, and it was for 
doing this that the warrant was sworn out. 

The law of the state regulating insurance re- 
quires that each and every insurance company 
doing business in the state shall, before be- 
ginning that business, make a deposit of $25,- 
000 in the state treasury. 

This deposit is to protect the policy holders. 

Mr. Barton's company has never made this 
deposit, and when he wrote the insurance for 
the Atlanta property the local underwriters 
determined to test the law. 

Monday night Mr. H. C. Stockdell, who nad 
learned of Mr. Barton’s departure for Augusta, 
went to Justice King’s home and swore outa 
warrant for his arrest on the charge given. 

He then notified Chief Connolly, and Chief 
Hood, of Augusta, was telegraphed. 

To save time Detective Bedford was sent to 
Augusta before Mr. Barton was arrested there. 

Yesterday morning Detective Bedford found 
Mr. Barton at the Planters’ hotel. When told 
what the charge was he willingly returned to 
Atlanta. 

He arrived here yesterday afternoon, and 
waiving preliminary hearing, gave bond inthe 
sum of $1,000. Judge H. E. W. Palmer signed 
the bond. 

Mr. Barton is confident that he has not 
violated the law. Hesays his business here 
was negotiated in Massachusetts and is secured 


‘there.

Danger of Lynching. 


Where is Charles Taylor, the negro jailed 
Monday for cutting Miss McClure’s throat? 

A report was circulated yesterday that he 
had been moved from the jail. 

But where? 

Nobody knows and the officers will not tell. 

There is much doubt about the truth of the 
statement that the negro has been removed 
from the Fuiton county jail. 

If the negro is still in jail, the statement of 
the jailers is made to lead the pubic off the 
trail and to guard against any possible trouble. 
“Yesterday afternoon a CONSTITUTION reporter 
made a visit to the jail to investigate the ru- 
mor that Taylor had been taken away. 

At first the jailers all said he was not in the 
jail; that he was safely concealed outside of 
the city. 

Then Jailer Faith said he was there, and 
they were prepared to hold him no matter 
what should come. 

Afterwards he took back what he said, and 
agreed with the others that the negro had been 
removed. 

Nothing definite about the prisoner could be 
ascertained. 

About the courthouse and in police circles, 
all sorts of talk about the negro’s rumored re- 
moval was indulged in. 

It was said that Sheriff Morrow had taken 
the prisoner away Monday night, late, ina 
wagon to a station outside the 
city, and from there by train 
to some town near Atlanta. 

Then it wassaid Sheriff Morrow had got 
aboard the Western and Atlantic train at 11 
o’clock and taken Taylorto Marietta. 

It was rumored that Macon was the place 
where he was taken, but the officials were as 
dumb as oysters when questioned about the 
prisoner. 

Sifted down, the situation is thls: If the 
negro is in Fulton county jail, the jailers want 
the impression to go out that heis not, in order 
to avert any trouble that may threaten. 

Then if he is not there they will not give 
any clue to his whereabouts. They are afraid 
he will be the cause of trouble wherever he is, 

Yesterday there was some talk about the 
negro, but from the general sentiment ex- 
pressed there is no ground for apprehension of 
violence.

NEW YORK. March 3.—In the stock market today 
amore contident tone: was exhibited,and there was 
bat little pressure to sell.
